Wheo the aeaeaaor eonee around be perjures bim- 
eelf about hie peraoaal property, whoa the ' Board of Bqualiaatioo 
meets he perjures himself again, wbea it comes to workiac out hia 
time on the road he loafs all he can, and finally, when he does have 
to pay. lie ciiHNes ^11(1(1,

food patriot. SumetinieN he lielleveN it, tool " 

Let U8 recall agaia the detiuitiou of patriotinni which we 
diacuaeed a few days ago. Patriotism Ih the Heutiment of love and 
darotioB to oao'a oouotrjr aad ila interest, before one's own private 
iaiareala. Thea, tbanaa who would etoal from bie country would 
aot ba a patriot, and the man who woald refuse to give to bia 
country what he owed it, would not be a patriot, would he? He 
would hardly he an honest iimn. 

Our coiinlry giveH to each ( f uh ceitain things— and we are 
pretlv iiiiM.iiiM to hee that we all jjet uur fail sliare of Ihone thiiigH. 
She giveH the law to protect uh, and the help uf big departmenls to 
nork for our iotereets, and an army to keep otT Invaderi), and money 
(or public euterpriaee ia our aeighborboods, and inetitutiona to care 
for us if we go blind, or ioaaaa, or otherwise unablp to eara for 
ourselves. Theae things hare to ba paid for. They beloag to all 
of ua, and the pa} mentn are the tales. We really owe our taxes to 

the ^iivei iHiieiil the iiiHii wli" |>;i>KhiR full tax IN really (>llly lionest, 

and ihe f.ut tlmt lie payn ought DOt lo give him auy claim on 
pairioiiHMi. lint when lie dou'l pay, bo ceTtiaaly forfailaall right to 
be called a good citizen. 

Of course, as we have aaid before, a oisn has a right not to be 
partriolio, if ba waala lo, but for Heaven's sake let us stup tbe 
hypooraoy of aalllag aay tax dodger a pati^ol. 

Whiia wa are on thie subject of taxes, wa would lika to eall tha 
attention of our readers briefly to a few other facts about them. 

.S.xue men try to excuse their tux do<lgin^ on the ground that 
the taxeH are uut wisely spent. TaxeH are H[ ent liy i Hicerv elected 
liy the people. When those offioern are not wnrlliy of their troNt. it 
In the fault of Ibe people, or of a majority of tliem, and ihey have no 
right to try to dodge tbe results of their otvu folly iu electing men 
lor paraoaal reaaoaa or spile or other things instead of iiinees. Un- 
laaa a auta eaa abow that be did hia beat to bare the government 
o6BcerB well qaalilad men, be bss no right to allege their ineom- 
petence in exeiiee for his tax dodging. And men who do their duty 
in election, hy the ivay. are not the ineii that try to dodge taxes. 

Some |>eople do not uudMrHtiiixl thai the iiiciiey the government 
apeiid^' miiht all come from the people. Home way or the other, and ho 
they are willing to graft, or in plaiu Enliah, Hteal, a liltle from tbe 
government. They overcharge for work on the roadn, or for any 
Other eervice they perform for tbe goveroment, and they sell it poor 
goods for good prices, or do poor work for high wages, or in other 
waya try to gel n noft thing out of the government. All tbst costs 
money to the tax payern. and it ia a remsrkable thing that they will 
allow other |>e<iple to Hteal in theKe uaVR So long ha a man in not 
ntealing, or is alluwiug his (rienda to steal, be is not ouly not a 

Eatriot, as we eaa piaiely aaa, hat ha haa ao right to aonplala ahoot 
to taxes. 

TaxeH properly spent are tbe best InveRtment a mnn or rountry 
eaa aiaka. The public things, for general good, bring back larger 
raturaa ia aatual looaey, than aay other form uf invealaiabt. If every 
ataa ia the mountains should spend a hundred dollars oa good roads 

in the next year, it would pay him back in money mads or saved In 
two yearn, and the ri mdH would ntil 1 lie I here It i» hm w itii t lie Hchools 
and with all fomiH of taxation. If the money iH rightly spent, taxen 
will make a |>eople rich, aH Iihh been proved time and time again. Aud 
a good patriot will not only he glad to pay his taxex, w hich, eveu if 
much ia wanted, are still helpful for the country, but he will try bard 
to sea that tba waato to made leea, aad that ail tbe country's noaey 
goea whara patriotiaai daawada that it ahoald go— fw tbe good of tha 
paopla.

Bolliag may l>e juatitied iu some cases, aud a uian still call hiniRelf a 
Bepublioaa, but unlees the psrty bss ooofmitted Hume crime w hich 
denervM puoisbnaat, or ualeaa it baa aomiaated a caodidate unfit to 
Hupport. while aaolhar aad bat te r eaadidate to offand alaawhara, aay 
man who puts his mark anywhere exoept joat uader the Log Cabio 
loaea hia right to call himself hy the name of the grand old party of 
Lincoln, and (i rant, and McK inley, and KooMevelt. and Taft. The 
Kepniilican party baa stood the lest of > earH and many vofern have 
come and gone, ro that few are left that vnted fm it>^ first candidates, 
but never yet has tbe party proved recreant to her trust or betrhyed 
harfollowera. and so today there is no excuse axoept eoaaeiaaaa for 
say aan'R leaving tka party of hto fatbara.

President Krost arrived from Wash- 
ington on Tuesday aad met the Coa- 
vooatlon of College workers that night. 
Um advice of hta physicians to that 
he should drop all work aad all 
thoughts of Berea for several months. 
He is not confined to his bed, but 
nervously shattered and wu^i by the 
anxieties of seventeen yearb' work for 
llerea He will sail with his wife and 
two younger children for some quiet 
plaoe la tb old world where he can 
eat, sleep, exeroiae aad live a eare- 
free life lor a time. On thto condition 
the doctors promise that he shall 
cjffle back as vigorous as he was nine 
yeara ago, when his breakdown beKan. 

Many of the President's dutiea were 
asslKi'ed to other workers last year 
and tbe others are now laid upon 
Prof. Geo. N. BUto who wlU act aa 
Regent In the President's abseaee.

The beautiful hair dress shown here 
haa made a veritable sensation, and It 
ia a pleasure to reproduce it for our 
readera. Without the small pleaaing 
little skeleton cap shown in the pic- 
ture. It retaina all the faacination of 
the Payche coilttuv, and to thoroughly 
practical for preaent millinery modes. 

The hairdreaaer haa taken certain 
small Ilbertlea with her claaslc model 
la order to accommodate tbe coiffure 
to the hat and brow of tbe wearer, 
aad tbay hatra turned out to be an 
improToment, aince they enhance tbe 
beauty of both the face and hat. Tbe 
bead dreaa, ahown in our photograph, 
waa adaplad apecially to this coiffure 
and leavaa aothlng to be dealred. 

It auy ba said ia passing that the 
head draoa showa to aiade of gold rib- 
boa aad rhlaeotoae ornaments set In 
gold. The aigretta at the side Is pure 
white. Every oaa will aee at a glaace 
ita almpllcity of construction, and a^ 
precUte the beauty of thto coiffure or- 
nament The foundation oa which it 
to faahioned to simply buckram cut in 
narrow bands and wired before cover- 
ing with ribbon. 

It does not require an abundance 
of natural hair to build thia atyle of 
coiffure. The hair, however, muat be 
waead before it to drasas d . The reg- 
ular oadulatlona of the Marcel wave 
may ba used, but are not abeolutely 
ssseatlaL The hair is parted oft In 
the usual manner, and that portioa 
abovt the face and neck waved la 
looee. Irregular curves. Ail the .ra- 
matndar of tha hair (much or little) ia 
tied at tha back of the bead and a^ 
ranted la a ooll. Thto forma the fodB- 
datloa tor the balaaoa of tha coiffure. 

It tha hair to thick aad heavy it 
will not be aeceaaary to uaa a roll at 
all. The hair at each aide la thia case 
ia simply "rattad." that to. eombed 
toward tho soalp Instead of from ft, 
aad than lightly amoothed with the 
eomb oa the outalde. It to thea 
bronght back to the coll, pinned to it, 
aad the eads tasteaed uader it A 
small portioa of the waved hair os 
top of the head is treated in tbe aame 



way and brought back lying loosely 
over the top, with ita end faatened tm* 
der tbe coil. The hair across the fore- 
head to arranged In a looee pompa- 
dour, tbe enda lightly twisted, and 
brotight back to the coil if long enough 
to reach. It aot, they are concealed 
under that portioa aa top of the head 
whleh Ima already baan fastened into 
the ooll. Thls-paaspadoar to thea 
pulled forward aad down over the 
brow and parted UBktir with the 
lingers, a Mttla to aaa alia. lavtoibla 
pina. tastaa U to piaast aad It to worn 
more or laga arar tiM Itow to suit 
the ladlTidaal taata Ib ttda matter. 

A very fwll ahiatar of fatoe puffa 
is placed over and around tbe ooll. 
where tbey are firmly pinned to 
place. A barette to adjuated under 
them, supporting the abort locka at 
tbe nape of the neck, whloh uaually 
prove ao refractory. Flntohing touchea 
by pulling the aide hair 
the pulfa and pinning it to 
them with iarialbie pins and curling 
any abort locks which may straggle 
about the nape of the aack lata UtUe 
rings. These are Bald la plaoa with 
the fluid whlA haMfaaasca aaa far 
that purpoae. 

Tbe natural hair, unleaa very curly, 
will not make aatisfactory curto and 
puffs, and even when one poeaeasea 
the requisite quantity of naturally 
I lily hair It to much more dUBcnlt to 
uiuiKige than the falaa hair. Moreorer, 
it will aot gtay wall drsssed as long 
aad oaasames far mora time ta ddlng. 
so tkat it is economy to buy pnffs and 
aarla. Of all tbinga, howevar, ooa 
<HbM get a perfeot gutah ia aoler 
aad taxture to one's owa kalr. 

When tbe natural hair la very thin 
it will be neceaaary to nsa additional 
hair aaraa a tBa (rant ct tha head, fW 
the hair dreas Jnst daserfbad. Sav> 
eral styles are mada la front pisos s 
that wlli fill all tha reqnlremeats, and 
when eombed in with tbe natural halt 
are not to be detected. In adjusting 
the hat to this coiffure a portion of 
the hair about the face ahould ba 
pinaad to tha aadarhrim or fartu of 
the hat

LIQUOR CAUSE OF DIVORCES 

statistics Show One Home In Every 
Sixty-one Is Wrecked by Strong 
Orink Aaionc Man. 

One of the most striking arguments 
for temperance reform, says Mr. L. A. 
Brady, la to be found In certain cold, 
diapaaaioaate aUtlstlcs Issued by the 
UBMad States census bureau. Tbeee 
flgurea ahov that intemperance, aa 
either a direct or a contributing 
cause, was responsible for more than 
19 per cent.— practically one-fifth— of 
all divorces granted in the United 
sutea during tha SO years bstwaaa 
1887 and 1908 Inclusive. Sinoa at tha 
preaent rate at least every twelfth 
marriage enda In divorce, we get a 
proportioa af oae home in every It 
wrecked by drink. Moreover, the 
cenaiu dbthoritles themselves, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brady, admit that theee fig- 
ures represaat oaly tho most flagrant 
and palpabis iastaaoas ct the part 
which intemperance plays la divorea 
and that greater pareaatasoa than 
tkaaa aetoally ilvaa woold ba aaarsr 
tha troth. Tha datallad flsaroa aa aat 
forth in the census bolletla are aa fbl* 
lows: 

"Draakaaness was tha sola causa ot 
divorce ia M,616 cases, or 3.t par caat. 
of the total aumber of divorcee (lSt7 
to IMM). It was a canae la ooablaa- 
tlon with some other cause la 17.7W 
caaea, or IJ per coat of tha total 
number. Therefore, it waa a diraot 
caase, either akma or la oombloatloa 
with other eausss. in S4Jtl caa es, or 
6.7 per oeat. of the total. Of dlronaa 
graatad to tha wlto tha paroaataga for 
druakaaneas either aloaa or la eombl- 
natloa with other eaasos waa 74; oC 
tboae graatad to the huabaad tlw eor- 
respoadlag paroaataca. 1.4. 

"The attampt waa mada to ascer^ 
uia also tho aambarof oases la whleh 
draakaaaass or latemperance, sl- 
tboBsh aot a dlroet sroaad tor tiM di- 
vorea, was aa iadlreot or contributory 
cauaa. Tha anmhar of snch eaa sa waa 
retaraad as lttJS7. ra p res a atias 
per caat o( tha total aumber ot di- 
vorcee. Probably thto n timber includes 
those eaaes la which tha tact ot ta- 
temperaace waa alleged in tha hill ot 
comptoint or eatabilabed by tha evi- 
dence, althoui^, not apecifled aaMBB 
the grounda for whloh the dlvarea waa 
granted. 

'The ramalalns cases ars thoaa la 
which there was ao retaraaea to la- 
temperance, or ao evldeaea that In- 
temperance eztoted aa a eoatrlbutory 
cause. In some of theae casss tha 
record waa ao meager that tha ab- 
sence of any mention ot intemperaaoa 
would Justify no conciuaiona. But la 
the majority of Instances it would crf- 
ate a strong presumption that intem- 
perance did not extot or was not a 
contributory cause." 



ALCOHOL AND TUBERCULOSIS 



Beverage Creates State of Receptivity 
Favorable to Development of 
Phthisis Among French. 

It i.s already well known that alco- 
holism creates a slat." of receptivity 
particularly fakorable to the develop- 
ment of tuberculosis, says a writer In 
tbe Revue Schientiflque. Mr Indpies 
Bertlllon baa presented ib-se relu- 
tlons somewhat Ktrikin);l> in .i s.-i of 
maps embodying the l.ii. -i French 

statistics. Says the \\:il.r cited 
above: 

"On the map of France it may be 
leea that the northern departments 
drink, per inhabitant, more brandy 
than tbe central aad southern depart- 
ments.
